Cir- 
cumstances and judgment can alone deter- 
mine. The Dauntless ran away yesterday. 
Soon aiter Capt. Colt came aboard he discov- 
ered that the boat bad started down the river 
stern first. Inyestigation showed that she 
had fretted at her cable until the stock of the 
anchor had parted and she was rapidly goin 
down-stream. She was quickly seized an 
towed back to her position. 

Everything was snugon board the Coro- 
net yesterday, as she lay off Tompkinsville. 
The wind came in sharp gusts from the north- 
west and kicked up a disagreeable sea at the 
anchorage, but the Coronet was as steady as a 
big gun ship. Capt. Crosby spent the after- 
noon in the city making his last preparations 
for the journey. On board the yacht First Mate 
Whittier guid that everybody was taking a 
sleep to make up for what will be the last to- 
night. 

The stores had been taken on board, all ex- 
cept the supply of fresh meat which, was 
loaded to-day.

yachts participating in the race. 

4. The race to be started not later than May 15 
next. which will enable the yachts to reach the other 
side in time for the sailing-masters to pick their flints 
and start in the race for the Royal Thames Club prize 
of 1,000 guineas.

Two days after Mr. Bush wrote to the Secre- 
tary of the club: 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt from you of a copy 
of Mr. C. H. Colt’s letter to you of the 16:h inst., 
signifying his intention to enter the Dauntless for an 
ocean race with the Coronet. Permit me to say that 
lam much gratified to learn that the Coronet will 
will have at least one competitor, and I would be 
much more gratified if several other gentlemen owne 
ing keel-schooner yachts would enter thelr vessels in 
the race with the Dauntless and Coronet. 

Kinal say to Mr. Colt that from the lst to the 15th 
of March would suit the Coronet better than the 15th 
of May. and that my only purpose for naming so late 
a dax was in the hope that owners of some of the 
smaller keel-yachts would send them across in May, 
whereas if the start were to be made in March they 
would probably stop to consider. Yours very respect- 
fully, R. T. BusH. 

For some time there were owners of other 
yachts which designed to enter—the Norse- 
inan, Intrepid, Fortuna, Gitana and others.

THE CAREFPR OF THE DAUNTLESS. 

The Dauntless was built at Mystic Bridge, 
Conn., by Messrs. Forsyth & Morgan, and was 
launched in June, 1866. She was then known 
as the Hirondelle, and was the property of 8. 
D. Bradford, Jr. Her frame was composed of 
white oak and hackmatack and the outside 
yt ys of white oak. The combings, sky- 
light and cockpit were of solid St. Domingo 
mahogany. At that time her length 
over all was 115 feet; keel length, 
107 feet; breadth of beam, 2 feet; 
depth of hold, 10 feet; draft, 1.6 
feet, and her tonnage was 260 8. Her first ap- 
pearance in a race was on Wednesday, Octo- 
ber, 31, 1866, when she beat the schooner Vesta 
in a run of twenty miles to the windward and 
back from the Sandy Hook Lightship.

Working for the Merchants’ Bridge—Frank 
Gaiennie’s Idea. 


The incorporators of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Company are using every effert to bring 
the influence ofthe mercantile community to 
bear upon the Council in the interests of their 
terminal facility bill, which comes up for con- 
sideration Monday night. This morning the 
following petition was circulated on ’Change 
and on all the business streets: 

We, the undersigned citizens, believing 
that the commerce of this city will be greatly 
benefited by a competing bridge at this point, 


do respectfully petition your honorable body 
to favorably consider Council Bill No. 148, 
Gioaces See incorporators of the St. Louis

We believe the granting 
of the franchise absolutely essential ior the 
early completion of the bridge.’’ 

The petition was very liberally signed by 
merchants on Second and Third streets and 
some Main street merchants signed it. On 
’Change the general sentiment was favorable 
to the billand there wus general condemna- 
tion of the amendments proposed by the 
Council Committee. 

FRANK GAIENNIE, 

President of the Exchange, voiced the senti- 
ments of a majority of the merchants when he 
said this morning: ‘‘The bill ought to pass 
without amendment, or at least without the 
amendments of which the incorporators com- 
plain. We must have terminal facilities. If 
you abandon the new bridge and abolish the 
arbitrary on the old bridge, you still leave a 
great dealundone. What we want as much as 
a reductionin bridge charges are terminal 
facilities. 

The Merchants’ Bridge Company, will, I 
think, eventually have to buy the property be- 
tween Main street and the levee to use it for 
switch yards, and to form connections be- 
tween river and rail transportation lines. The 
project is by no means a new one. The plans 
were drawn years ago for just such an enter- 
prise, but the gentlemen who had 
them drawn were ahead of their age.

They forsaw the wants of St. Louis as a rail-, 


road town. This city gained its first import- 
ance asarivertown. Then the railroads came 
in and the river interest diminished in import- 
ance. What we need now isa connection be- 
tween our rail and river transportation inter- 
ests. We want an elevated road from the 
present bridge to the levee so that freight to or 
from the East can avoid the tunnel 
arbitrary. Then Congress can at ng | time 
amend the charter ot the St. Louis Bridge 
Company so as to regulate itsrates. That 
right was expressly reserved by Congress 
when it granted the original charter. At 
present shippers cannot avail themselves of 
that remedy because if the bridge rate should 
be reduced the tunnel rate would beadvanced 
correspondingly. With the cutting off of the 
tunnel arbitrary we will = find a 
means of regulating rates. I do not 
think the St. Louis Bridge Cempany would 
object to connecting its tracks with the Levee. 
It would increase its business to doso. At 
any rate, the only solution to the terminal 
problem in my mind isthe conversion of this 
property east of Main street into switching 
yards, and the best beginning that can be 
made towards the consummation of this idea 
is the passage of the bill for laying tracks on 
Main street.’’ 

COUNCILMAN ED DEVOY

The merchants get excited too easily.

What the United Order of the Knights of 
Honor Wants.

THE BIG “DEAL” AGAIN. 


ROBERT GARRETT AND ALFRED SULLY 10 
CONFER IN WASHINGTON. 


Probability of the B. & O. Sale Being Fin- 
ally Consumated—The Interests of the 
City of Baltimore Considered—Garrett’s 
Assurances—Illinois Central Plans in the 
Northwest—A Railroad Row Over Spe- 
cial Rates—The Pittsburg & Western 
Railway Bends—Kailroad News.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The scene 
of action of the proposed sale of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Road has apparently been transferred 
from Wall street to Wormley’s Hotel, this 
city. Mr. Robert Garrett arrived here last 
evening in his private car and was driven to 
Wormley’s Hotel, where be remained about 
two hours. He afterward went to a dinner 
given by the German minister. At 11 
o’clock he returned to the hotel, where 
he had an extended interview with John 
G. Meere of New York, who has been 
acting as communicating medium between 
Mr. Garrett and Mr. Sully, and who on Satur- 
day last brought about the signing of the 
agreements negotiating the sale of the road. 

r. Corbin is supposed to be in the city, 
though nothing definite can be ascertained, as 
the most evasive answers are made to all in- 
quiries aaa ae his arrival. In answer to 
an inquiry of the Post-DISPATCH correspond- 
ent sent at midnight to Mr. Garrett, that gen- 
tleman said he could savy nothing upon the 
subject at the present time in regard to Mr. 
Corbin or the progress of the deal. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Sully is expeeted here this 
morning by Mr. Garrett. 


Baltimore’s Interests. 


NEW YoOrK, March 12.—A Baltimore special 
to the Tribune says: The Associated Press 
dispatch from New York yesterday afternoon 
stating that the deal between the Richmond 


Terminal Company andthe Baltimore & Ohio 
was off, and thatnow the Baltimore & Ohio 
Company was considering a proposition of 
private bankers totake the stock, caused a 
sensation in business and financial circles. 
The general impression was that while

One of these gentiemen 
said: ‘‘Mr. Garrett will not violate his prom- 
ise. He holds the majority of the stock on 
certain conditions.

and from Abbottsford to St. Paul, with 
all the rights and titles of 
rious companies cwning the 
lands, shops, machinery and 
stock. The Wisconsin Central lineis operated 
by a company under the direction of Trustees 
Stewart and Abbott, and is composed of the 
Wisconsin Central; Chicago, Wisconsin & 
Minnesota; Milwaukee & Lake Winnebago; 
Wisconsin & Minnesota; the Minnesota, St. 
Croix & Wisconsin, and the Chicago & Scleis- 
ingerville Construction Company. There is 
no doubt that the Central Line Operat- 
ing .Company, at least controlling a 
major part of the stock, is anxious 
to accept the proposal of the Illinois Central 
Company, andthat there is little doubt that 
the sale will be consummated. 

It is known that should the Illinois Central 
buy the Wisconsin Central line,as is expected, 
a division will be built to Waukesha, and 
thence to Milwaukee, and steps taken tosecure 
a direct line between Milwaukee and Chicago.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 12.—The House 
this morning passed the general appropria- 
tion billand it was immediately reported to 
the Senate, where a number of House bills 
were hurried along on the Calendar and the 
appropriation bill read the first time. It will 
come up for passage about next Wednesday, 


SENATOR M’GINNIS’ RESOLUTION. 

Senator McGinnis has prepared a resolution 
on the 57 or Sunday law bill, which it was 
his intention to intruduce this morning, but, 
owing to the small attendance in the Senate, 
he concluded to hold it over until next Mon- 
day, when he will speak at length upon it. 
The resolution sets forth the facts that 
in the city of Hannibal and a number 
of other cities and towns of the State 
the licensing of gambling, assignation and 
other houses of a disreputable and disorderly 
character is permitted by special charter, by 
comparison to which the St. Louis Sunday 
law sinks into insignificance. The Senator 
will take the ground that, in view of the 
numerous privileges granted other cities, it is 
unjust and unfair to discriminate against St. 
Louis, and for that reason he will ask the 
Senate to defeat the Sunday law bill. 

THE HOUSE. 

The House took up and passed bills as fol- 
lows this morning: 

The Senate bill creating a uniform system of 
flour weights on a basis of twenty-four 
pounds to the quarter sack. 

The Senate bill giving the Pike County 
school fund one-third of the Pike County 
dramshop licenses. 

The general appropriation bill was passed, 
with six dissenting votes, and was immediate- 
ly sent to the Senate. 

WOODS’ LOCAL OPTION BILL. 

The Woods local option law which has 
passed the Senate, came up in the House in 
regular order for third reading and passage 
this morning, Dr. Newberry, who champions 
the bill in the House, asked that the bill be 
laid over informally and his request was 
granted. Itis believed the bill was laid over 
owing to the slim attendance andthe absence 
of anumber of its friends at this morning’s 
session. Under the rules of the House it may 
be called up at any time from now to the close 
of the session. 

Senate bill 115, prohibiting prosecuting and 
assistant prosecuting attorneys in St. Louis 
and Kansas City from practicing in cases out- 
side of their office came up for passage and 
was supported by Mr. Knapp of St. Louis in a 
strong speech. Mr. Curtiss of St. Louis offered 
an amendment, which was adopted, author- 
izing the officers mentioned to take civil cases. 
The bill as amended, passed by a vote of 72 
ayes to 26 noes. 

The House adjourned till Monday morning, 
and the Senate adjourned until Monday alter- 
noon at 2 o’clock. f 


TRADE AND COMMERCE, 


Annual Statement of the Secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. 


George H. Morgan, Secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, has just issued his annual 
statement ofthe trade and commerce of the 
City of St. Louis for the year 1886. A new feat- 
ure of this year’s report is the attention given 
to the transportation question. Twenty-eight 
pages are devoted to statistics of the mileage 
and business of the various roads centering in 
St. Louis and maps of all the principal lines 
are given. Another feature not developed in 
previous statements is the publication of re- 
ceipts and shipments of grain and flour at all 
the principal cities of the United States. The 
whole is a complete summary of the business 
ofthe year, and makes a valuable book of 
reference,

NO LOOPHOLE LEFT. - 


THES NOTORIOUS FITZPORTER IN A NEW 
ROLE TO-DAY. 


He Procures a Negro Witness to Perjure 
Himself on Promise of * 8100—Affidavits 
Showing His Villany Read to Fitzporter 
in Open Court—His Bond Increased to 
$8,000—A Desperate Struggle to Escape 
the Penitentiary. 


The hands of-the law, like the claws of a 
devilfish, are gradually tightening on Jobn L. 
Fitzporter, and every twenty-four hours sees 
him a day’s journey nearer the Penitentiary. 
His cunning seems to have deserted 
him, and methods which never failed 
before now avail him naught. In fact every 
move he makes to extricate himself from his 
disagreeable position but serves to fasten him 
the more securely in the clutches of the law. 
When the jury returned a verdict into 
court, finding him guilty and assessing 
his punishment at four years in the Peniten- 
tiary, he immediately resorted to his old 
scheme of bribing witnesses to swear falsely. 
Two days ago his attorneys filed an affidavit 
n support of their motion fora new trial. It 
was made bya negro named Benj. Walton, 


who claimed that he had met Mrs. Dossen and 
Deila Meyers just before the Fitzporter trial, 
and that they told him there was no truth in 
the charge against Fitzporter, but that they 
intended sending him up the road on account 
of an injury he had done Mrs. Dossen’s broth- 
er Richard. 

As Della Meyers was in the House of the 
Good Shepherd at the time Walton claimed to 
have seen herin company with Mrs. Dossen 
and to have obtained this statement from 
them, the State officers immediately deter- 
mined to arrest the negro for makiuga volun- 
tary false affidavit. 

SERGEANT CON O’DONNELL 
and Officer Tim Danaher, who worked up the 
case against the doctor, and Sergeant Tom 
Boyd and Officer McKenna were all sent out 
last night to scour the city for 
Walton. After a search which lasted all 
night, Sergt. Boyd and Officer McKenna found 
him in a house on Gratiot between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, where he was hiding ina 
room under alot of bed-clothes. He immed- 
lately told the officers that he knew that he was 
wanted for swearing falsely for Fitzporter, and 
that he had been hiding from the police. It 
was about 5:30 0’clock when Walton was ar- 
rested, and he was taken tothe Four Courts 
and locked up in the holdover. Later on 
Sargeants O Donnell and Boyd called 
down to see him, and as they 
were leaving he called them back, 
said he knew he would have to go up the road 
and told them that Fitzporter had come 
to him and told him he had a $100-job 
for him. He went with him, and 
Swore to the affidavié, the contents 
of which he knew nothing about. Walton said 
he did not know Della Meyers, and in fact 
never saw her, and would not know her if she 
were placed before him. He did not even know 
whether she was black or white. 
WHEN THE CRIMINAL COURT 
opened this morning, Judge Normile had the 
Fitzporter case called. Fitzporter was pres- 
ent with two of his quartet of attorneys, 
ex-Judge Jones and James M. Loring. . 
Jones announced that the defense would 
submit their motion and affidavits 
without argument. Judge Normile said he 
would pass on the motion Monday morning. 
Mr. Bishop of the Circuit Attorney’s office 
then stated that the State wished to fllea 
couple of affidavits in the case, and submitted 
the following affidavits, which Sergeants Boyd 
and O'Donnell had made during the morning: 
MANUFACTURED OATHS. 
IN THE ST. LOUIS CRIMINAL COURT,

State of Missouri vs. John L. Fitzporter, Man- 
slaughter Second Degree: 

State of Missouri, City of St. Louis: Cor- 
nelius O'Donnell, of lawful age, being duly 
sworn on his oath, says: I am a Sergeant of 
Police in the City of St. Louis; I know Benja- 
min Walton, a colored man, who made an 
affidavit in this case in support of the de- 
fendant’s motion for anew trial. I saw him 
this morning, March 12, 1857, in the holdover 
in the calaboose inthe Four Courts building, 
where he is held a prisoner. He made a vol- 
untary statement to me regarding the affidavit 
he made in the cause. He stated that 
he did not know Della Meyers, and 
had never seen her nor, met her, 
nor had any conversation with her; that he 
had seen Mrs. Dossen, but had never spoken 
to her; that his affidavit was false, and that he 
had made it, knowing it to be false, at the 
solicitation of, Dr. Fitzporter, and that 
Dr. Fitzporter had promised to pay him 
$100 it he came out all right;

THE BOND INCREASED. 

The affidavits came to the defense in the 
shape of a thunderbolt, and Fitzporter and 
his attorneys looked very uneasy after reading 
them. 

Circuit Attorney Clover spoke to the Judge 
a moment and the Court then announced that 
for reasons satisfactory to it, Fitzporter’s 
bond would be increased from $4,000 to $8,000. 
Mr. Loring offered to go his olient's security, 
and after Mr. Clover had made an examina- 
tion of the assessor’s books, he was accepted. 
He and his client then left with the under- 
standing that they would be back in court 
Monday morning, when the motion for a new 
trial came up for decision. 

This is the second time Fitzporter’s bond 
has been doubled by the Court, the original 
amount being $2,000. This was doubled to 
$4,000 on his conviction, and now the $4,000 
bond is doubled to the 3 amount ot 
$8,000, which is probably the largest amount 
ever required for this offense. 

ARRANGING THE PERJURY. 

Walton was taken up into the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office after court had adjourned, and 
there admitted to Circuit Attorney Clover in 
the presence and hearing of others that be had 
been bribed by Fitzporter to make a false am- 
davit. Hetold Mr. Clover that besides the 
$100 promised him by Fitzporter, the latter had 
also said he would buy him an old horse and 
wagon to haul ashes with if he could find one. 
By arrangement he had met two women who 
had made the statements attributed to Delia 
Meyers and Mrs. Dossen, so he could swear he 
had been told this bytwo women. They were 
not Mrs. Dosgen and Della Meyers, however, 
as he well knew. Walton says he knows Mrs. 
Dossen by sight.

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THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A PROPERTY-OWNER ON THE WARPATH 
AGAINST THE POPLAR STREET TRACK. 


Fifty Thousand Dollars Damages Asked for 
Injuries Caused by Coal-Smoke, Vibra- 
tion, Obstruction and Nocturnal Dis- 
turbance—New Entries in the Divorce 
Laundry—Proceedings in Probate To- 
Day—Matters in Litigation. 


A damage suit for $50,500 was filed to-day in 
the Circuit Court, by Messrs. Broadhead & 
Haeussler in behalf of Michael Keber against 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company. It 
adds one more case to the long list of litiga- 
tion growing out of the Poplar street 
track nuisance. The plaintiff ia the 
owner of the three-story building at the 
corner of Broadway and Poplar street, which 
is rented out for stores and light housekeep- 
ing, sleeping-rooms, ete. He complains in 
the first instance that on the morning ofthe 
15th of December lastafreight train moving 
up Poplar street, Jumped the track, near the 
intersection of Broadway, and ran onto the 
sidewalk in front of his premises tearing up 
25 feet of the frontage and damaging his porch 
to the extent of $500. 

For a second cause of action Mr. Keber 
states that under the provisions of the city 
ordinance the railroad company in operating 
trains along the Poplar street track is required 
to burn coke only, but for five years past 
it has been the practice to burn coal 
and wood to the discomfort and annoyance 
of all persons in the vicinity. The ordinance 
also requires that trains shall not obstruct the 
thoroughfare for longer than two minutes at a 
time, but that for five years past it has been 
the custom to run long trains at fre- 
quent intervals and at all hours 
of the day and night, obstructing 


the streets and disturbing the entire neigh.- 
borhood; that the trains sometimes consist of 
forty cars and the track is held fer several 
minutes together, causing a suspension of ali 
regular traffic either way. The operation 
of such hea trains causes vibration 
of the buildings alongside and the 
peace of the tenants is entirely de- 
stroyed at night as well as by day. 
It is further alleged that for some time past 
the track has been allowed to get out of re- 

air, and it is uneven in several places, caus- 
ng danger as well as anneyance to people 
located near the track. 

Mr. Keber states that the rental value of his 
property has suffered toa large extent by the 
operation of the track, and he asks judgment 
against the company for $50,000. 


Too Much Temper. 


Thomas I. Barnes has filed a petition in the 
Circuit Court seeking a decree of divorce from 
Sarah Allen Barnes. They were married De- 
cember 27, 1869, in this city, and lived together 


until 1884, when Mrs. Barnes absented herseif 
forthe space of nine months.

He states that she ren- 
dered his condition intolerable by her ungov- 
ernable temper; that when they were 
liying together she scolded and stormed 
daily without any reason or excuse 
and applied vile and shocking epithets 
to her husband in the presence 
of the children. She repeatedly sent word to 
him thatshe would not live with him any 
more, and took up her abode with a woman of 
questionable reputation.

It is 
painful to find local history repeating 
itself after an interval of twenty years, 
and to find prominent citizens of St. Louis 
obstructing the proposed Merchants’ 
Bridge with terminal franchise proposi- 
tions of a suspicious character.

The simple truth is that so-called 
militia operations in this State during the 
war have bred among the country people 
an opposition to militia which seems to be 


invincible. 


TAX RELIEF FOR ST. LOUIS. 

The population of St. Louis is less than 
one-sixth of the population of Missouri. 
But St. Louis pays more than one-third 
and very nearly two-fifths of the State 
taxes collected. In other words paying 
nearly $1, 000,000 of the $2,400,000 collected 
for State purposes, she pays about twice 
as much as her just proportion of State 
taxes. Estimating the excess at only 
$400,000 a year, she has paid $4,000,000 more 
than her share in the Jast ten years—an 
amount of money which would have sup- 
plied her with magnificent public build- 
ings, and other improvements which she 
greatly needs. 

This has happened because the tax rate 
limit of 1 per cent for oity purposes im- 
posed by the present State Constitution 
has compelled the city to assess real estate 
and other unconcealable taxables at their 
full market value, while property in other 
portions of the State has been assessed at 
the very lowest valuations which would 
yield the amount required by the local 
expenditures of the county, the assess- 
ment in some counties not covering one- 
fourth of the actual value of the property. 

Comptroller CAMPBELL’s remedy for this 
inequality is by getting the Legislature to 
submit, and the people of the State to 
adopt, a Constitutional amendment for the 
sole and exclusive benefit of St. Louis, 
permitting her to increase the rate of tax- 
ation for city purposes from 1to1% per 
cent, which would raise the total rate for 
all purposes in this city from $2.55 on the 
$100 to $3.05. The idea is that this increase 
of rate would enable us to raise as much 
city revenue from an assessment of $150,- 
000,000 as we now raise from an assessment 
of $215,000,000, and that this reduction of 
the assessment would relieve St. Louis of 
about one-third of the State taxes she now 
has to pay. 

It is admitted that under this arrange- 
ment St. Louis would still pay more than 
her fair share of State taxes, and no tax- 
payer needs to be told that all she saved 
by the reduction of her State tax would 
be merely transferred to her city levy to 
be gobbled up by the local tax-eaters. 
Moreover, a rate of more than 3 per cent, 
when the State is borrowing money at a 
lower rate, is practical confiscation, and 
would be productive of more tax-dodg- 
ing and more fraud and evasion in assess- 
ments. 

But a proposed Constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing any municipality to ex- 
ceed the tax limit, by a small fraction 
added for road, street and bridge pur- 
poses, has been submitted to the people 
and overwhelmingly voted down twice in 
succession—at the last election and the 
preceding one—and St. Louis polled a tre- 
mendous majority against it. What rea- 
son have we to believe that such an 
amendment for St. Louis alone would 
fare any better? In short, Comptroller 
CAMPBELL’S proposition goes clear around 
the barn to find the door, and then finds 
it locked and barred. 

Obviously the only practicable relief for 
St. Louis is to be sought either in the vigor- 
ous equalization of assessments com- 
manded by the Constitution, but never 
attempted by the State Board, or in an 
entirely new revenue system separating 
local and State taxation altogether, and 
collecting the latter independent of local 
assessments, asis done in Pennsylvania.

But what becomes of Russia's ap- 
peals to Christendom against the cruelty 
and inefficiency of Ottoman rule in Chris- 
tian Europe, when Russia herself is the 
first to pronounce Christian autonomy in 
Bulgaria a failure, and to call on its 
Mohammedan sovereign to restore peace 
and good government there?

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


Now THAT the jubilee of Queen Victoria is so 
very close at hand, and the people have done 
their part in subscribing the very bandsome 
fund for its due celebration, the leading men 
of England are taking into serious considera- 
tion the innumerable schemes proposed for 
the spending of the same. In England the 
celebration is not to commence until the 
actual date of her Majesty’s accession 
to the crown; but the colonies are taking the 
jubilee in a fuller sense and devoting the en- 
tire year to unusual festivity. India is es- 
pecially active. Not only in the presidency 
towns, but in the great inland cities; not only 
in places directly subject to the British Crown, 
but in the capitals of protected States, joyous 
fetes and festivities are being inaugur ated 
with more than Oriental splendor. Prisoners 
are being released, fortresses are being illum- 
inated and honors and rewards lavishly dis- 
tributed. 


AT home in England four schemes have 
evolved from the mass of chaotic nebulw 
which has been flung off from the molten 
brains of too-enthusiastic jubilants. Of 
course there is to be a new equestrian statue 
to the Prince Consort. The Queen has asked 
for it, and it is hard if she may not havea 
voice in the celebration of her own jubilee. 
The foundation of the Victoria pensions for 


women is as good as decided upon, 
and as a consequence some of tuose 
admirable and ill: rewarded persons 
who toil all through the best years 


of their life at literature or teaching will meet 
with a just return for their noble and well- 
spentlives when the time arrives at which 
they can work no more.

| GIBBONS’ REPORT. 


THE LABOR QUESTION BEFORE THE CON- 
GREGATION OF THE HOLY OFFICE. 


The McGlynn Case Under Consideration—A 
Premature Report—A Dinner to Car- 
dinal Gibbons at the American College 
—The Pope’s Illness—Vatican Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Roms, March 12.—(Copyright, 1887.}—The 
Congregation of the Holy Office is now dis- 
cussing the report of Cardinal Gibbons, con- 
cerning the Knights of Labor in the United 
States and Canada. A decision in the matter 
is not expected foralongtime. The best in- 
formed sources agree that a distinction must 
be made between the members of the order in 
the two countries. The essentials, however, 
are the same, and the Vatican will be found 
to look favorably on the Knights, 
so far as they use peaceful measures to 
secure a better condition among the working 
classes for which the order was organized. It 
will have, however, no uncertain sounds 
against the use of violence, and will commend 
arbitration as one of the means to settle dis- 
putes between employers and employes. It 
will possibly be found, when a reportis finally 
made, that the order in America will be com- 
mended upon certain conditions, while that 
in Canada may be condoned. The congrega- 
tion consider the question as one of the most 
important now before the Vatican, and the de- 
liberations are generally presided over by the 
Pope himself. The congregation consists of 
a certain number of Cardinals, and includes, 
besides, several of the secular and regular 
clergy who act as advisers. 

THE M'GLYNN CASE. 

The MeGlynn affair was brought up again 
yesterday, but nothing definite in regard to it 
couid be learned except from Cardinal Sime- 
oni, who stated that the announcement that 
his Holiness had cabled his benediction to 
the Reverend Doctor was incorrect, inasmuch 
asthe blessing was intended for the alumnus 
and the faithful of the parish. He further ex- 
plained that the cablegram was sent 
according to custom in response to greetings 
from the congregation to the Pope on the 
occasion of the anniversary of his corona- 


tion. To send a blessing to Dr. Me- 
Glynn, after the latter had defied 
the authorities here by disobeying a 


summons to come to Rome, and in the face of 
the action of Archbishop Corrigan, who had 
suspended the doctor, would indeed be con- 
sidered something entirely new for Rome. 
Such a proceeding would not only imply that 
the Pope desired to humiliate the Archbishop 
of New York, but that he also wished to pub- 
licly condole with Dr. McGlynn in the compli- 
cations which have arisen out of his present 
position. It is generally acknowledged among 
those who are familiar with the case that Dr. 
McGlynn will have to visit Rome before he can 
be aliowed to resume his priestly functions. 
A DINNER FOR CARDINAL GIBBONS. 

After the public consistory Cardinal Gibbons 
and Cardinal Taschereau will possibly be ap- 
pointed as members of the Congregation of 
Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs. To this 
congregation is committed the consideration 
of the concordats which are entered into by 
the Holy See with the Catholic powers of the 
world and also the negotiations respect- 
ing them. Cardinal Gibbons will be 
tendered @ dinner at the American College 
on Sunday, March 20, at which quite a number 
of other cardinals as well as bishops, and 
Bishop Keane are expected to be present. The 
dinner will be given in honor of the Cardinal’s 
visit to Rome, and is a recognition of his high 
position inthe church. Since his advent here 
he has become almost as well known as he is 
in Baltimore. 

THE POPE’S ILLNESS. 
Pope Leo was quite sick Thursday, and had 
to remain in his room All day. Yesterday af- 
ternoon, it was reported that he was better. 
If it should prove that his Holiness is seriously 
indisposed, the consistory of Monday will 
have to be postponed. Cardinal Gibbons left 
Rome yesterday for the seashore to recuper- 
ate. Since his residence in this city the Car- 
dinal has been so busily engaged upon im- 
portant matters in relation to the Church in 
America, that he has been obliged to take this 
step to protect his health. He wil: not return 
until next Wednesday. 
VATICAN NOTES. 

Mer. Vanutelli, the Nuncio at Vienna, will 
possibly be made the Papal Secretary of State 
to succeed Cardinal Jacobini, but Pope Leo 
will not make the appointment until aftera 
settlement of the religious question with Ger- 
many, in which the Pope himself is now con- 
ducting all of the negotiations.

A LIVELY ROW OVER AN ATTACHMENT

Dicxson arrived on the scene, Murphy was 
demanding that the door be opened and was 
threatening to break it down unless his de- 
mand was complied with. 

MR. DICKSON ORDERED HIM AWAY

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THE LITTLE ARTICLE WHICH CREATED A 
SENSATION IN NEW YORK, 


A Lucky Newspaper Man who Found a 
Fortune in a Passenger Car—‘‘ Adonis” 
pixey and His Narrow Escape—Remark- 
able Tales Which Are Backed Up by 
the Strongest Confirmation. 


NE may strive ever so‘ 
hard to succeed in life 
~\ and then die poor, while 
another will get rich 
without seeming to ex- 
ert any especial effort. 
The financial success 
that has marked the 
career of Mr. Charles 
D. Keep, the editor and 
proprietor of the Wall 
Street Daily News, No. 
49 Exchange place, New 
york City, illustrates this idea pretty well. 
Mr. Keep started in life as a reporter on the 
New York Times. After plodding along for 
years, during which he attained great dis- 
tinction as a financial writer, he one day 
established a daily financial paper on 
Wall street. Its success was almost instan- 
taneous, and it has ever since been looked 
upon as an authority by the great money kings 
of Gotham. Then Mr. Keep tooka hand in 
stocks on his own hook, Again fortune 
smiled.

NEW Tonk, March 12.—The Tribune prints 
Senator Eugene Hale of

When asked about 
the general result of the session of Congress, 
Senator Hale said: ‘‘There are two things that 
have been shown very clearly and stand out 
distinctly above everything else. Those are 
the utter lack of administrative and legislative 
faculty on the part of the Democratic party in 
the first place, and, secondly, the unpatrictic 
attitude of the Democratic party. hey en- 
tirely failed in everything relating to fiscal 
ard financial legislation. Everybody in the 
country knows that to be the fact, but it could 
be seen in Washington even more plainly 
than elsewhere, There was no co- 
hesion in the arty. The Administra- 
tion had no plans or policy of any 
kind. The leaders in the House had no plans. 
The leaders of the Senate were equally with- 
out plans. There was nothing that even 
looked like united action between the leaders 
of the several parts of the Democratic organ- 
ization. They did not agree on the tariff, nor 
on silver, nor upon the treatment of the sur- 
plus, nor upon any method of distribution of 
surplus by appropriations among the people.

THE CONSIDERATION OF SMALL THINGS, 
petty desails and minor matters, letting the 
arge affairs of Government go. It appeared 
to have no arene ec the broad questions of 
statesmanship. henever it made recom- 
mendations it was snubbed, both in the House 
and the Senate, by the Democratic members. 
This was true on every measure of legisiation 
affecting the business of the country. When 
we come to the other subject, the unpatri ‘tic 
attitude of the party was displayed 
by the entire indifference to every 
measure that affected the national 
defense and security.

This was all the more significant be- 
cause the moneys appropriated by such legis- 
lation were lodged in the hands of the Demo- 
cratic Administration for expenditure,and the 
moneys would have been expended by the 
Democrats; yet the bills failed to become laws 
because of the opposition of the Administra- 
tion and its adherents in the two branches of 
Congress. lexpect, especially, this unpatri- 
otic attitude of the Democratic party and its 
indifference to national security and national 
honor will become thoroughly understood by

TROL THE PACIFIC COMMISSION, 


Prospeots of Ex-Congressman Henley’s Ap- 
pointment Alarming the Ring—Simon 
Stern Mentioned—Benedict Getting Even 
~—Dedging His Poker Debt—Jefferson 
Davis.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The Paciflo 
Railroad people are working very hard to con- 
trol the appointment of the Pacific Railroad 
Investigation Commission. They are very 
much agitated over the report that the Presi- 
dent is considering the name of ex-Represent- 
ative Henley of California, alleging that he is 
too bitterly opposed to make a fair investi- 
gator. This argument evidently leads to the 


conclusion that the only man who would make 
a fair investigator. would be one who was pre- 
udiced in favor ofthe roads, The attempt is 
being made to influence the President to ap- 
Oint friends of the road, or else such color- 
ess nobodies as are from time to time ap- 
— Government directors. It is true that 
arclay Henley has for years opposed the 
frauds of the Pacific Railroad thieves, but he 
has never misrepresented them. All thathe 
ever used against them has been based on 
solid facts. If he had been a dishonest man he 
would still be in Congress and not relegated 
to private life. Mr. Henley's presence on the 
com nission is feared because of his known 
fearlessness and integrity. His appoint- 
ment will be evidence to the people 
who know him that the investi- 
ation is to be a thorough one. Mr. 
enley offered the original resolution of in- 
uiry into these railroad matters in the House, 
o is entitled by courtesy and every consid- 
eration to the appointment, as no one but Pa- 
cific Railroad lobbyists have any objection to 
him. He is indorsed to the President by Sena- 
tor McPherson and by Mr. Springer. As the 
originator of the inquiry, he is entitled by the 
two principal figures who pressed the. matter 
through Congress, und he has claims to an 
appointment beyond those of any one else. 
The name of Simon Stern of New York has 
also been mentioned in connection with this 
commission, simply for the purpose of attack. 
Mr. Stern is a ſearless, energetic man, 
with rare capacity as an investigator. He has 
already made a good reputation for himself in 
the Hepburn case in New York. He has a 
clear, analytical mind and an aggressive force 
of character necessary to an investigator. 
The name of J. 8. Morton of Nebraska, who 
has also been mentioned in connection with 
this commission, is one that is well known in 
the West. Mr, Morton ig an anti-corpo- 
ration man, perfectly upright and sin- 
gularly fearless. He is a warm personal friend 
of Mr. Bayard, and if he should be appointed, 
would serve without fear or favor to either 
side. Itis regarded here as very important 
that this investigation should be conducted by 
men who nave at least courage of their opin- 
ions, and that it shall not result like the 
Pan Electric fiasco. The report made by the 
majority of the members of the commission on 
this last named investivation was put into the 
House in such a way that it went to the toot of 
the calendar. Boyle, chief of the 
white- washers, never dared to have his report 
discussed in the House. As the joint essay of 
five members, four of whom were deteated 
for re-election, it stands to-duy unindorsed 
and unacted upon, the only vindication that 
Garland and his co-conspirators have been 
able to secure. As presented and unconsid- 
ered, it is in itself a mostsweeping condemna- 
tion of the men it sought to shield.

slope? Ihave got beyond hope. I am ab- 
solutely certain that we shall succeed. Just 
waitand see. The country is awakening to 
the iniquity of the tariff oppression, which 
was designed simply for the purpose of trans- 
ferring the hard-earned dollars from the 
ockets of the people to the safes of the mill- 
onaire mill owners of New England and the 
iron aristocracy of Pennsylvania, The great 
trouble is that we have a mighty power of 
money to fight and that the agents 
of the plutocrats are ever engaged in 
the process of hoodwinking the peo- 
le. Every feeling of patriotism has 
een appealed to, and thousands have been 
actually kept away from even listening to us 
because they were made to think that we are 
the agents of the English Government and the 
enemies of Amercan labor. Agents of fiddle- 
sticks! Why, if America were to adopt free 
trade it would bea most Staggering Slow to 
England's supremacy incommerce. But Hes 
are not eternal. They may work for a 
while, but presently the truth will 
slay them all, A country only crip 
ples itself by adopting the bonds of 
protection. Why, if this great, free and 
growing nation were to cast off these timid 
restrictions upon the development of our in- 
dustries, we couid swiftly drive England and 
the other European nations from every 
profitable market in the world and from every 
orofitable line of industry and vommerce. 
Ve could literally make them hewers of wood 
and drawers of water forthe United States.’’ 

„How comesit then, Mr. Hurd, that you 
were defeated in the last election, if, as you 
say, your cause is making progress?’’

„Oh, that does not amount to anything.

The reason is 
that when I am on the ground in Ohiolam 
able to fight my battle before my people. 
When I go to Congress I try to do 
my duty there and 1 devote my 
whole gime to working for a reduction of 
the tariff.

I ran 
for Congress and was defeated. I ran again 
and—excuse my Dblushes—was elected. Ever 
since it has been up and down. But look at 
the difference now. I can hardly find time to 
lecture at all the places at which 1 am asked. 
I sav this because it is nut personal; it is the 
people’s interest in the free trade cause.’’

| THE BLACKMAILER OF MILLIONAIRE MOEN 
DROPS HIS CASE. 


Over 6200, 000 Paid to Wilson—The Secret 
Still a Mystery—The Self-Confessed 
“Son” Sticks to His Story—Mrs. Wilson’s 
Suit for Divorce. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 12.—The famous 
Wilson-Moen case is gradually passing out of 
the public mind. In all probability it will 
never again figure before the courts. ‘‘Doc’’ 
Wilson, the plaintiff, says he has no intention 


that Mr. Moen will be permitted to let the 
matter drop. Thus a most mysterious case is 
ended, andthe veil of mystery that has sur- 


rounded it is unbroken. There are 
many opinions as to, the reason for 
Wilson’s power over Moen, but very 
little is known definitely. Wilson’s 


statement, in his so-called confession, that he 
was Moen’s son, has been substantially dis- 
approved. It is apparent that Wilson’s secret 
is something seriously affecting Moen or his 
standing inthe community. While Mr. Moen 
is wealthyghe has the reputation of being a 
very close-fisted man. As some of his ac- 
quaintances put it: ‘‘A dollar to Moen looks 
as large as a cartwheel.’’ Mr. Moen’s looks 
are in keeping with his reputation. He is 
about the last man one would imagine could 
de made the victim of a blackmailer. Never- 
theless, it has been shown that Moen paid 
Wilson over $200,000 for no apparent cause, 
and for years Wilson boasted openly that Moen 
would come down’’ to any amount he was 
pleased to name. 
WILSON’S SECRET 

has been the object of endless speculation, 
but all efforts to unravel it have been baffled. 
However effective Wilson’s ‘‘pull’’ on Moen 
may have been in the past, it has now lost its 
potency, and Wilson will soon be forgotten. 

I have never received fair treatment from 
the newspapers,’’ said Wilson yesterday to 
the Post-D1ispaTcnu correspondent. ‘‘I have 
been misrepresented by the press, from the 
beginning of my troubles.’’ 

He was assured that the PosT-DISPATCH 
would publish any statement he desired to 
make, and in his own words.

ing to do with the Moen case. 

I nhave not known Mr. Wilson very long,’ 
he said, ‘‘and I confess I have never been able 
to form a clear idea of the Moen matter. His 
latter troubles have grown out of that. It is 
the old story. Whena man loses his money 
his friends go withit. His domestic troubles 
have cut him up considerably. That blow was 
unexpected, and I must say that 1 think it 
looks very much as though his wife and father- 
in-law simply are 

ANXIOUS TO GET RID OF HIM 

when he has lost his gold. The charge the 
woman prefers is cruelty. Wilson tells me 
that there was never any ground for the com- 
plaint and that he had no suspicion of such a 
suit. lle left home one morning, his wife 
kissed him an affectionate good-by and his 
father-in-law followed him to the door and 
gave hima cigar as they parted. When Wilson 
returned that night he found the doors locked 
against him, and the next day was served with 
an application fora divorce from his wife for 
cruelty and an injunction restraining him 
from seeing his children. I have since 
had that injunction dissolved, and he now has 
his children with him twice aweek. The di- 
vorce trialis set for the April term. Then 
Wilson was arrested on the complaint of a 
woman named Dunbaily. The bail was fixed 
$10,000, which was excessive. It was the cul- 
mination of Wilson’s trouble, and he couldn’t 
furnish the bail, and went to jail. I had the 
ball reduced to $3,000 which amount was 
raised and he was set at liberty. 1 do not be- 
lieve that the Dunbaily case will ever be 
brought to trial. Itisthe general impression 
that the suit was brought merely to make him 
the trouble. There was no substantial ground 
for the charge. 

Meanwhile, Wilson is living 
Hotel Dorrance. His manner of living would 
indicate that he has not exhausted bis 
finances. He still retains his gold watch and 
chain, diamond scarf-pin and most of his 
jewelry. His face is worn and haggard, how- 
ever, andthere are black circles beneath his 
eyes. The future is not very brigbt for him, 
and in all pessibility the secret will be carried 
with him to his grave.

IT CONDEMNS THE CORRUPTION OF THE OLD 
FACTIONS IN MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


And Enters the Field for the Coming Cam- 
paign — A Platform Outlining Some 
Much - Needed Municipal Reforms 
Adopted by the Convention Last Night 
—Nominations for the Municipal As- 
sembly. 


At the convention of the Union Labor party 
last night at the Apollo Theater, Fourth and 
Poplar streets all the wards except the Thir- 
teenth and the Twenty-seventh were repre- 
sented onthe first call. The parquet of the 
theater was selected for the accommodation 
oi the delegations divided by wards. Quite a 
number of persons interested in the movement 
were present in the dress circle and balcony. 
It became evident that all the business mapped 
out for the evening could not be finished. 
Chairman C. W. Bovard of the Executive 
Committee read the calls outlining the objects 
of the Convention and the basis of representa- 
tion from the various labor organizations. 
He then nominated Mortimer D. Shaw for 
temporary chairman. Mr. Shaw, on taking 
the gavel, named a sergeant-at- arms and six 
assistants, after which Messrs. P. 8. Robbins, 
F. X. Rotterman, J. C. Hayes and Mr. Carroll 
were nominated for temporary secretary. 
Mr. Rotterman was selected. On motion 
of a delegate from the Twelfth Ward, 
the Executive Committee was made a Com- 
mittee on Credentials. The committee asked 
permission to retire for fifteen minutes to con- 
sider the credentials presented by the dele- 
gates to the convention. The time was 
granted. During the brief interval Chairman 
Shaw, in response to numerous calls, ad- 
dressed the convention and audience. He 
briefiy referred to the notorious corruption of 
the older parties in municipal affairs and the 
golden opportunities offeredtoanew party 
with aclean reputation, Mr. Max Stoehr was 


called forward and earnestly exhorted the new 
party to guard its good name and to shun 
questionable and corrupt practices in its con- 
duct. Mr. John F. Marnell was called 
upon, and in a quiet, sincere speech asked 
the delegates to select men for municipal 
offices against whose probity no charge could 
be sustained. At the conclusion of Mr. Mar- 
nell’s remarks the Committee on Credentials 
announced its readiness to report on the dele- 
gates, 226 of which were seated bythe com- 
mittee. The credentials of William Meinz of 
the Tenth Ward and Michael Smith of the 

Ninth Ward were returned unaccepted. The 
names of delegates were then called and the 
representatives were seated. On a call of 
wards the following committees were named:

After retiring to an ante-room and discussing 
plans the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion submitted two reports. C. W. Bovard 
was named for Permanent Chairman; M. D. 

A. Ma- 
diera and R. Kirchener for Vice-Ohairmen, 
and F. X. Rotterman for Secretary, with Geo. 
Hoose and John B. Dempsey for assistants. 
The majority report recommended the ap- 
pointmentofa — committee of fifteen 
members. The minority report favored the 
election of a Central Committee, after the plan 
of the older parties, to be composed of one 
committeeman from each ward. The majority 
report was adopted. 

The Committee on Resolutions submitted a 
platform demanding the abolition of high 
taxation and the reckless expenditure of 
public money, a change in the election law 
which places the elections under the control 
of one man, condemning the grant of railway 
franchises which the city should own, favor- 
ing the adoption of the eight-hour law and 
prohibiting child labor, the abolition of the 
tenement-house system, the establishment of 
public baths, the regulation of telegraph, 
telephone and electric light facilities 
by the Municipal Assembly, the abolition of the 
House of Delegates, the limitation of switch- 
ing charges to 6 per cent on invested capital, 
the refunding of the municipal debt at 4 per 
cent, the sprinkling of the streets and the 
separation of homeless children from the 
criminal classes in the House of Refuge. Seo- 
tion 5 of the platform is as tollows: 

We demand that in future no syndicates o 
or local capitalists shall be permitted 4y Ar 
streets of the city to the exclusion of individual en- 
terprise, and that no amalgamation between existing 
street-car companies shall be tolerated. enabling the 
managers to control city legislation at the expense or 
the taxpayers and the legitimate rights of the citizen.

YANKEES AND BEER, 


acted a Hundred 
Years Ago 


Declares the Brewers to Be 
Benefactors of the 
Country. 


Beer a Great Remedy, an Agent 
for the Preservation of 
Health, 


And a Protection Against the Harmfal 
Effects of Whisky. 


It is a well known fact that the fathers of the 
American Republic were not temperance or 
prohibition fanatics, and it is just as well 
known that their posterity of the present gen- 
eration are the worst foes ofthe brewer. In 
view of this fact it will be of great interest to 
the public to learn what people thought of 
beer 100 years ago in the oldest Yankee State. 
In the year 1789 the State Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts passed the following resolution. 

Inasmuch as the manufacture of 
strong beer, ale and other malt drinks 
promotes the purposes of agriculture, 
trade and commerce; since they pro- 
mote the cultivation of such grains as 
are adapted to our soiland climate; and 
since they thereby at the same time pro- 
duce avaluable article of export; and 
because malt liquors, on account of 
their wholesome qualities, strongly 
recommend themselves for general use; 
since they form important means for the 
preservation of the health of the citi- 
zens of this State, and protect and 
guard against the harmful effects of 
stronger liquors; therefore be it 
Resolved, That all brewers who make 
yearly more than one hundred barrels 
of beer shall be free from taxes and du- 


ties for five years. 


This resolution, which became a law, is a 
brilliant proof of the sensible views of the 
citizens of this country one hundred years ago, 
and of the folly of the temperance fanatics of 
the present time, of whom the majority point 
with pride to their descent from those men of 
the last century. While the Legislature of 
that time granted the brewers great privi- 
leges, and a their product as a 
great tonic, the brewers of to-day 
are looked upon dy a great number 
of the American people as the worst 
foes of mankind, and beer is declared to be a 
dangerous poison. A hundred years ago beer, 
which is to-day sent to all parts of the worid 
from this city, was highly prized as a valuable 
article of export, while to-day, when it is 
produced in a thousand times greater quan- 
tity and paysto the Government millions of 
dollars taxes and gives employment to hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens it is to be sup- 
pressed without the existence of reasonable 
ground therefore. A hundred years ago in 
Massachusetts a premium in the form of 
freedom from taxation was offered for the 
manufacture of over 100 barrels a year, and 
to-day the brewersand sellers are not only 
beavily taxed because they produce and sell 
beer but they are to be entirely suppressed 
and the right taken from them to manufacture 
beer at 1 This is such a Kreat 
contrast between then and now that every 
sensible man must see how foolish 
the views of the present temperance fanat“ 
are compared with the views of their 
fathers.

His universal success in 
winning races from his companions finally led 
him tothe cinder-path, where he ultimately 
became the champion long-distance runner of 
the United States. He kept steadily at this un- 
til finally, when a big race was on, somebody 
connected with the opposition drugged him 
and made him so hopelessly weak that he 
could scarcely stand up. If it hadn’t been for 
that event Stetson might have continued to be 
a professional runner, and would hardly have 
developed into the millionaire theatrical man- 
ager and job printer he now is. 


Coquelin on Stage Art. 


From the Mail and Express. 

M. Coquelin takes the ground very naturally 
held by a societaire of the Comedie Francaise, 
and by the majority of sound thinkers every- 
where, that dependence on inspiration can 


never make an artist. The man who defined 
genius to be an unlimited capacity for work 
would be heartily indorsed by M. Coquelin. 
This artist says that an actor need not only 
be entirely free from the emotion he 
represents. on the stage, but he must be 
far away from it and above it in order to 
grasp perfectly itsintellectual character. This 
will be bad news to the ranters and roarers, 
who conceive artto mean the working one’s 
self up tothe pitch of hysterical excitement. 
And Coquelin utters this nugget of wisdom: 
„Nothing is more likely to produce inspira- 
tion than good, hard, preparatory work.’’ 
Bravo, M. Coquelin! Evidently, when 
you were admitted to the Come- 
die Francaise at 21 years of age, 
and became societaire at 24, you 
knew that eternal vigilance was the price of 
success. The witlings of Paris in those early 
days of yours used ‘‘coquelin’’ to mean the 
crowing of the youngest cock in the barn- 
yard, and the dramatic critics warned you 
daily, inthe tone of hopeless remonstrance, 
against counting too largely on your first 
triumphs. But to the man who works, all 
this is impertinent and superfluous. 

M. Coquelin takes us into his confidence and 
tells us some secrets of the stage. He says 
that in the day of ruder morals, the fierce roll- 
ing of the eyes and of the r’s were a necessity, 
but that in these gentler days the pitch ofthe 
voice has been lowered. But he thinks ifa 
general political convulsion like that of 1830— 
and he might more justly have instanced 1848— 
were to occur to-day, and men’s minds being 
wrought up became more violent and passion- 
ate, he makes no doubtthat the pitch would 
be very much raised. 


BERNHARD?’S TRICKS. 


How She Would Receive Reporters at Her 
London Home. 


New York Letter to Boston Herald. 


Before she ever visited America, in the early’ 


days of her London triumphs, her personal 
representative—that managerial white fox, the

Something About the, Reserve Rule and the 
Pass Law—Close of the Southern Bowl- 
ing Association Season—The Futures’

Now that the troublesome question of the 
eighth League Club has been satisfactorily 
settled, satisfactorily at least to a majority of 
the managers in the League and to the Hoosier 
espirants for base ball distinction, attentio As 
peing turned in certain quarters to another 
scheme, which is announced as something 
new. The great twelve-ciub league is re- 
ferred to. It is stated that this grand organi- 
zatlon, which promises to be the most gigantic 
base ball venture yet attempted, will be 
ripe for the season of 1888, and 
it is “further thrown out that the 
**news’’ on this occasion is not a matter of 
speculation, but legitimate facts gleaned from 
more than ordinarily authentic sources. To 
those who have followed the movements of the 
base ball magnates, East and West, during 
the past twelve months—movements which 
have been chronicled in some three OF four 
newspapers in the United States, foremost of 
which has been the Post- DISPATCH—this 
rather latter-day announcement will be a mat- 
ter to cause asmile. That such a movement 
was on foot, namely, the organization ofa 
one-banner league to include all the stronger 
clubs in both the National League and 
American Association, has been published 
time and again in these columns, not as 
‘‘speculation’’ or vagary, Dut as fact backed 
up by admissions from the prime movers 
themselves. The ‘‘new’’ idea, however, has 
been slightly altered from the old one, for, it 
is said, that, instead of the League weakening 
and coming over to the Association, the As- 
sociation will necessarily weaken and go over 
tothe League. This variance with the true 
state of affairs can be accounted for best on 
the hypothesis that the startling piece of ‘old 
news“ is now given out by those at whose 
back certain League men stand and whose 
words are the mere dictation of League man- 
agers. Although told a little late in the season 
the story may have some truth init, but not 
of the same nature as that which 
existed when it first came to 
light in the columns of the POST-DISPATCH. 
Matters have changed somewhat since then 
but there is a bare possibility that the year of 
1888 will see such an organization as that indi- 
cated. It it does it will not be effected in the 
manner indicated. Thatis by any weakening 
on the part of the Association. On the con- 
trary, should the dream be realized, it will be 
begause the League, finding that the solution 
of a dilemma is too costly to undertake every 


six or cight months, will gather up its skirts 
and knock at the door of the Association ior 
n d mission. And the Association will no 


doubt be happy to help it out only as the As- 
sociation can. With its barreis of money, 


its powerful clubs, its populous. cities, 
young plavers and, mostof all, its peculiar 
Incility for disposing of ‘‘eighth-club’’ 
sjilemimas in a single day, the Association will 
be amply able to add to its ranks all that is 
good in the League und to make the new Asso- 
ciation a bowling success. Whenever the 
League is ready or compelled, to speak more 
accurately, to come inthe proper spirit, hav- 
ing acknowledged its danger of decay from 
dry rot, it will findits younger sister willing 
to lend a helping hand. 
AN INTERESTING CONTROVERSY. 


An interesting controversy is being carried 
on by certain brizht lights in the two larger 
base-ball associations as to the relative 
Strength ot the latter. The discussion, while 
fit probably serves to advertise the particular 
manager having the floor and the club to 
which he is attached, accomplishes but little 
in the way of practical good. It is generally 
understood that another year’s experience 
will suffice to determine the question and 
prove which of the two is the fittest to sur- 
vive. If the result is to be regulated by the 
quality of the game played by either, it can be 
easily anticipated, as the records are handy, 
eusy consulted, and significant of but one 
inet, namely, that as a ball-playing aggrega- 
tion the American Association is running a 
faster race than its cumberson old companion, 
and thatthe only deserter from its flag is be- 
pinning to regret the step it has taken.

EO now that the base ball season is well nigh 


upon us, ‘‘Will the Browns’ players who are 
holding off for higher salary be on time when 
the bell rings?’’ The question is a useless 
one.

An Eastern sporting paper is responsible 
for the following: When a sprinter journeys

AMONG THE BOOKS. 
DR. HAMMOND’S NOVEL, “LIFE IN THE 
SUSQUEHANNA VALLEY.” 


The New Edition of Suckling—His Life and 
Poems—Literary News and Notes—Books 
Received.

„The book was stupid; a fault that no 
amount of fine writing will atone for.’’ Thus 
remarks our author on page 359 of the present 
volume. Itis well that Dr. Hammond hasin 
the course of his mental evolution arrived at 
this truth. We have been in doubt for sev- 
eral years as to whether he could write a book 
that was at once well written and interesting, 
but the present volume, arriving somewhat 
late in time, has relieved our fears. The man 
who can turn out such a work of fic- 
tion as ‘‘On the Susquehanna’’ ought 
to be capable of something better. 
The work shows a considerable improvement 
upon anything that Dr. Hammond has given 
to the public before. He has condescended to 
the weakness of poor humanity in its love 
for astory. The characters, instead of being 
away above our heads in the cerulean blue of 
the writer’s lofty ideality, are plain, everyday 
people, with a touch of romance in their 
workaday lives and a good, stanch honesty of 
purpose and manliness or womanliness 
of character, which wins our re- 
spect and makes ts love them like 
friends that help te smooth the rough 
path of life. The plot is admirably constructed 
with a well sustained mystery preserved to the 
end; just piquant enough to tickle our imagin- 
ations, but not sufficiently labyrinthian to 
make our heads ache in the efforts to unravel 
its intricacies. The heroine who forms the 
leading character of the work, round which 
the plot and all the other characters revolve, 
is a pleasant, sensible and high-principled 
girl, such as we often meetin every day life, 
with plenty of strength of character, but no 
‘*strong mindedness’’ about her. 


A creature not too bright or good 
For human nature's daily food. 


The three principal male characters, all of 
whom are of course in love with her, are 
thorough American gentlemen ‘‘as large as 
life and twice as natural.’’ Gentlemen to the 
backbone, but with a good share of that 
honest ruggedness and genuine manliness so 
often seen inthe professional men of manu- 
facturing villages. The scene is laid in 
Southern Pennsylvania, a district hitherto 
overlooked by novelists. It is redolent 
of the breath of the mountains and musical 
with the song of the flowing stream. There is 
vice in the tale; but the leading characters are 
not vicious, either openly or by insinuation. 

ey are all fresh, wholesome, straightfor- 
ward fellow-creatures of ours; while the love, 
of which there is sufficient, is the pleasant, 
sensible love of honest men, not the sickly, 
sickening sentimentality usually dished up for 
us by lady novelists who never conceived a 
real man, and wouldn’t know him if they dia. 

The story opens with a death-bed scene, 
which is a little discouraging. Novel-readers 
don’t like death scenes. We all know that the 
ugly phantom is dogging our steps with a 
persistency that is equalled by nothing in this 
world. But we prefer to ignore him while we 
can. Time enough to recognize him when he 
introduces himself,and meanwhile it certainly 
is not pleasant to have his ugly bones rattled 
in our faces when we sit down for a pleasant 
hour of novel-reading with our afternoon cup 
of tea. 

However, Dr. Hammond thinks differently, 
and if we want to read the novel we must e’en 
go with him. The dying man is the father of 
our heroine, Mr. Honeywood, proprietor 
of the Susquehanna Lead Works and a 
princely fortune, All this is to belong to the 
daughter who is watching by his bedside. 
But Mr. Honeywood also leayes her another 
legacy. He tells ae that her 
mother, whom she las supposed 
to be dead, was not his wife, 
and that, though she is living yet, is not fit to 
be the wife of any honest man, she having led 
a life of shame and crime from her girlhood. 
He states that he offered to make her his wife 
more than once, but she refused because she 
preferred her old life. Alana, although over- 
come with shame and grief, persuades her 
father to gend for the woman and make 
her his wife before he dies, although she 
is well aware by tbis step she forfeits 
athira of her property. He yields so far as 
to dictate a telegraphic message addressed to 
Miss Sarah Mullen, but before he can add the 
address he falis back dead upon his pillow. 
During the conversation he admits that he has 
kept her supplied with money at regular 
periods through his life, and that once she 
came with her brother to the little village near 
his home to try to induce him to acknowledge 
her as his wife, on the ground that he had 
married her in the drunken fit in which their 
intimacy had commenced. 


For two years after Mr. Honeywood’s death 
Alana and her legal adviser made unceasing 
attempts to discover the unfortunate Sarah 
Mullen. Their efforts were fruitless. Neither 
the cessation of the supplies nor a standing 
advertisement, nor a systematic course 
of inquiry in the principal Eastern 
cities brought any indications that 
‘fa woman who in 1855 or there 
abouta made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Francis Honeywood’’ was in the land of the 
living. Many Sarah Mullens came to the sur- 
face, it is true, but they all proved to be 
either strangers or badly informed imposters. 
Two years passed, spent by Alana in seclu- 
sion and mourning for the father whom she 
had dearly loved, and who had been a good 
father and a tender friend to the child whom 
his own sin had deprived of her birthright. 

At the expiration of this period Alana sent 
for her manager and informed him that she 
intended to take the superintendency of the 
business into her own hands. John Benham 
very cheerfully acquiesced. He was a man in 
whom her father had placed unbounded con- 
fidence and the reader bastily imbibes the 
suspicion that he is too good for this world al- 
together and that in an early chapter he will 
absquatulate to Canada with tne funds. In 
point of fact he does nothing of the kina. 
Trustworthy and honorable managers are at 
least as common as fraudulent ones,and John 
Benham is one of the former. The fact that 
he is in love with Miss Honeywood may also 
have been of some assistance in subduing any 
latent inclination he may have had toward em- 
bezziement. Alana had at first taken her 
father’s commendation of this man for more 
than it was meant to imply and had never 
asked a question or made a suggestion with 
regard to the business. For about a year past, 
however, she had been exercising a general 
supervision over her affairs, and consequently 
had seen much more of John Benham 
than during her father’s lifetime. The 
more she saw of him the better she liked 
him, and if the li ing gradually developed 
into love she allowed no sign of her feelings 
to escape her. Atlast an incident brought 
matters to a crisis, 


During one of the business interviews be- 
tween Benham and Miss Honeywood, the lat- 
ter was informed that a portion of the men 
had struck on account of the dismissal ofa 
foreman whom they liked. Alexander Todd 
was his name, a drunken, worthless fellow, 


and when Alana expressed an intention of Ko- 


ing to see him on account ot a letter she had 
received that morning complaining of his dis- 
charge, the manager very earnestly begged 
her not to do so. The fellow was drunk and 
abusive, knocked his wife into a corner, who 
interferred, and, after demanding Alana’s 
watch and purse, seized her person 
with the intention of cutting off 
one of her fingers by way of 
her tor his dismissal. 
Fortunately Mr. Benham, anticipating evil, 
had been on the watch, and broke into the 
house just in time to prevent a catastrophe. 
Alexander Todd was lodged in jail, and his 
poor wife, whom he had flung into a corner, 
made as comfortable as circumstances would 
permit. Ske died from fracture of the skull 
two days after, thereby placing her husband, 
who had not intended to injure her, in an un- 
comfortable position. Alexander turned out 
to be Alana’s uncle, the brother of her mother.

From here the plot begins to unravel. 


The day after the rescue John Benham de- 
clares his love and has the pleasure of finding 


that he is loved in return. Alana, however, 


tells him the sad story of her birth, thinking 
that she is unfit to be the wife of a good man 
with such a stain upon her birth. John, how- 
ever, thinks differently, and constitutes 
himself her champion, not without cause, 
for around the lovers troubles thicken. 
Some of their hest hands are discovered to be 
in league with a gang of thieves, of whom 
Todd is a member. A woman appears on the 
scene who professes to be Alana’s mother, but 
is suspected of being animposter. She after- 
wards turns out to be no less a person than 
„Confidence Sall,’’ alias Sarah Lanning, 
badly wanted by the police fora burglary in 


Philadelphia. Sheis, however, Alana’s aunt, 


and consequently the sister of Alexander 


Todd. 


How all this labyrinth of mysteries is 
straightened out the reader can ascertain for 


him or herself. He will find plenty of 


pleasure in the perusal, for there is not a dull 


page in the book from beginning to end. 
Everything turns out right at last and every- 
one is satisfied, including the reader. The 


only unfortunate person is Alexander, who 
gets ten years’ penal servitude for the murder 
of his wife, and we think the reader will agree 


with the judge that he richly deserved it. 


THE POEMS OF SIR JOHN SUCKLING. Edited 
by FREDERICK A. STOKES. New York: White, 
Stokes & Allen, 1886. 1 Vol. Cloth, 12mo. 
Price, $2.00. From C. II. Evans & Co., St. 
ouis. 


This tasty little volume, got up in the 
gfesthetic style of binding for which White, 
Stokes & Allen are so famous, is a very gem of 
antique literature. No really satisfactory 
edition of Sir John’s poems has ever been 
published suitable for the readers of to-day. 
The edition of 1836, with its ponderous 
memoirs by the poet’s worthy relative, the 
Rev. Alfred Suckling, is somewhat scanty; 
while that of 1872, on the con- 
trary, is objectionable, because of 
its retention of many lines and whole 
poems which are altogether unfit for modern 
readers. ‘‘In the garden of Suckling’s verse, 
side by side with rare blossoms of delightful 
fragrance,grew unsightly and noisome weeds. 
Of course they were affected by nis surround- 
ings, and by the unnatural light of his Court 
and his time; but seme of his writings outrage 
the taste and morality of the day. 

He is, however, although not as widely 
read or known as he should be, one ofthe 
immortals in literature. Had he written 
nothing but the following song: 

Why so pale and wan, fond lover? 
Prithee why so pale? 
Wilt, when looking well can’t move her, 
Looking ill prevail? 
Prithee why so pale? 


Why so dulland mute, young sinner? 
*ritbee why so mute? 
Will, when speaking well can’t win her, 
Saying nothing dot? 
Prithee why so mute? 


Quit, quit, for shame! this will not move; 
This cannot take her, 
If, of herself she will not love, 
Nothing can make her, 
The d—i take her. 


And ‘‘The Ballad Upon a Wedding,’’ with the 
immortal lines: 


Her feet beneatn her petticoat 
Like little mice stole in and out 
As if they feared the light— 


would have wen his immortality. The sim- 
plicity, grace and wit of these verses are 
unmatched, and are peculiarly his own. Their 
flavor is most rare; it delights at once and is 
never forgotten. 

Suckling was a poet and dramatist, a great 
favorite at the court of Charles I., the intimate 
of the wits, the reigning belles and beaux, the 
notables of the day, and was an active partici- 
pant in affairs of State previous to the execu- 
tion of Strafford. The exact date of his birth 
is not certain, but itis known that he was bap- 
tised February 10, 1608. His parents were 
noble, and his father filled positions of some 
dignity under both James I. and Charles I. 

One of his biographers makes the astonish- 
ing statement that Suckling ‘‘spoke Latin at 
five, and writ it at nine. The young poet 
plunged deeply into all the frivolity, the reck- 
lessness and the vice of the highest court cir- 
cles, although he graced the dissipation by 
many sprightly and polished verses and let- 
ters. He became distinguished at bowls and 


cards, as well as at rhymes, and the same gos- 


sip whotells of the costliness of his court- 
ship of the Countess informs us, that no shop- 
keeper would trust him for six pence, as to- 
day, forinstance, he might, by winning be 
worth £200,the next day he might not be worth 
half a crown. 

Many of Sir John Suckling’s letters are 
extant, and are excellent in style, vivacious 
and witty; while some of his serious ones con- 
cerning public affairs show sound judgment 
and high ability. The present volume is how- 
ever devoted exclusively to poetry, although 
acompanion volume, of correspondence is 
promised at no late daté. The book is beauti- 
fully bound in dark crimson cloth, printed on 
rich vellum paper and is in every way an 
attractive volume for the library.
